Garry *Allighan was declared 
ruilty of “gross ‘contempt of Parlin- 
ment” for swriting nn newspaper artl-+ 
cle containing “unfounded imputa- 
tions of insobriecty againdt unnamed 
Members of Parliament” at West- 
minster, 

The motion was carried after a 
brief discussion and. after’ the House 
had heard a lengthy apology from 
AWighan, Ho sald that there was no 
excuse for what he did and he could 
not explain his action. . 

He pleaded guilty to a breach of 
confidence, though not necessarily a 
breach of Parllamentary law.. 

BITTER REFLECTION 

After months of “bitter reflection,” 
he hid decided to end the diMculty 
of tryin to reconcile his positlon as 
a Member of Parliament with that 
ofa journalist. Ife did not explain 
what his plans were. , 

After condemning Allighan's 
virticle, the Deputy Prime* Minister, 
Mr Herbert Morrison, said that he 
thought that the Committee of 
Privileges had fone too far tn their 
opinion that the law of privileres 
applied to Parliamentary meetings 
-within- the-preeinets-of—Parliament.-- 

He thought the House would be 
wise to be cautious before endorsing 


the Committee’s findings on that 
mutter, . 
“Dt would ‘pe regrettable,” Mr 


Morrison sald, “if we gave any im- 
pression ‘to ‘the public that the 
House was secking to establish a 
privilege or semi-privilege for pri- 
vate meetings of its Members."

Arthur Heighway, the editor of the 
World’s Press News, which published 
the article, was also declared guilty 
of gross contempt.

HUMBLE APOLOGY 


Allighan, apologised for the 
allegation of insobriety which he 
mide against ‘unnamed Members.
